these go with the form, but if cut and never 
used they are the seller's property unless 
specified as sold. Standing trees and trees 
which have fallen or been blown down go 
with the ground, but if cut down and made 
Into cordwood they become personal prop- 
erty, and to go with the land must be speci- 
fied In the sale.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Bui three oihcers, at tbepeul of their lives, 
wrapped J''d in a blanket and, atnid a storm

guished for weeks, and word came to me 
that unless he got home he must surely die.

ing contest on the popular vote for

Digging For Kauri Gum. 


The ordinary method of searching for 


kauri gum in New Zealand is by first feel- 
ing for it a little below the surface with a 
steel pointed piece of iron called a ' gum 
spear," and then digging it out with a 
spade. A skillful and industrious digger 
can earn as much as £3 to £4 per week at 
the work, and even children can earn a few 
shillings a day, but, as the gum fields offer 
a refuge for all sorts and conditions of men, 
many who are old and infirm resort to 
them, and so the average earnings are re- 
duced to fl IBs or £3 a week. The gum 
is uawl principally tn the manufacture 
of varnish, but it is also found useful for 
many other purposes, such as dressing 
"glazed" calicoes, etc —London Tunes.
